„ . 3 ! Accordingly, it recommends the following procedure 

to apply to Christmas decorations for 1965: 


a - The Executive Director, in consultation 
wi h the Deputy Director for Support, designate an 
individual (or alternately, a committee of individuals 
not to exceed three in number and possibly drawn 
from the Visual Aids units of the Agency) to present 
a design or alternate designs for Christmas decora- 
tions for the entryways, the firs-t floor areas, and 
the quadrangle to the FAC for consideration by 
1 October 1965. 
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b. The FAC to submit its recommen- 

dations to the Executive Director by 15 October 1965. 

4. Action as outlined would permit adequate time for 

the development of imaginative plans in sufficient time so that 
if the designs were not acceptable to the FAC and/ or the Executive 
Director, revisions could be accomplished and an orderly execution 
of the designs could proceed.
